After speeches by Senator Smith of 
Michigan, supporting, and Senator Bur- 
kett, opposing the Finance Committee's 
increase of the tariff rate on lemots to 
1% cents per pound, the vote was taken.

—43 to 2. 

Senators Foster “of Louisiana and 
Fletcher of Florida (Vems.) voted in 
the affirmative with the Republicans, 
and Senators Root, Beveridge, Bristow, 
Burkett, Crawford, Cummins, Curtis and 
La Follette (Reps.) with a majority of 
the Democrats against it.

j placing a duty of 6 cents a bunch on ba- 


nanas, said the Republican party had 
promised the people a fish, but had giv- 
en them a bunch of serpents instead. 
He hoped the people would give the 
party in power a nest of scorpions in 
return. 

“f think I have treed a trust,”” said 
Mr. Gore. ‘‘l am convinced there is a 
Banana Trust in this country.”’ 

On rolicall being Gemanded, only 48 
senators, one more than a quorum, an- 
swered to their names. 

As soon as the tariff bill was taken 
up, consideration of the paragraph on 
lemons was- resymed. Senator Flint 
proceeded to defend the amendment pro- 
posed by the Committee on Finance, 
which increased the duty te 1% cents a 
pound. 

“Without the competition of Califor- 
nia lemons in the New York market the 
price of lemons whlLincrease,”’ said Mr. 
Flint. “The smal] Guiy asked for this 
industry,’ he said, “‘amounted on small 
sizes of lemons to 1 cent a dozen. 

Without this protection against lem- 
ons from Sicily, he argued, the lemon 
industry of California would be wiped 
out. Its destruction, he asserted, would 
immediately cause the price of lemons 
in New York to advance $1 a box, as 
the price of the foreign supply was only 
kept down by the competition of the 
American product. 

Senator Root made an impassioned 
appeal against any increase in the duty 
on lemons over the Dingley law rate of 
1 cent. Reading frorn reports made by 
a representative of the Department of 
Agriculture, as the basis of his asser- 
tion, Mr. Root declared: 

“In this industry during the last year 
the lemon growers of California have 
made, on an average, a profit of $530 
per acre, with expenditures amounting 
to $370. That was under the present 
tariff. 

“T would not eliminate the lemon 
growers of California or any other 
American indusiry, Dut it is a little too 
much for them to come here and ask 
an increase of duty when they are al- 
ready making over 100 per cent.”

VERLIN, May 31.—It was announced 
in speciai editibns of newspapers that 
Count Zeppelin would go to Berlin and 
land at the Tempelhof parade ground. 
Hundreds of thousands gathered there 
yesterday afternoon. The Emperor and 
Empress, several of the princes and 
leading military officials and officers 
were present and toward evening 
searchlights were set to work, in antict- 
pation of the approach of the airship. 

Soldiers kept an enormous space clear 
until 16:30 p. m., when a dispatch from 
Bitterfield announced that the airship 
was returning to the starting 
Frederichshafen, which caused t 
intense disappointment. 

Count Zeppelin, who personally 
charge of the airship, and wh

visitors, all bound for the Decoration 
day celebration at the barracks and at 
the National Cemetery near the pbar- 
racks. 
The Decoration day exercises began 
at 2:30 p. m. and were conducted 
by the Several organizations of Veter- 
ans of both the Civil and Spanish- 
American wars. 

Gen. John W. Noble acted as grand 
marshal of the day. The various posts 
and camps assembled on the north 
side of the Jefferson Barracks parade 
grounds, facing south, and moved 
under the. escort of C . fee 
Murray and his command of the Four- 
teenth United States Cavalry, to the 
rostrum in the outer enclosure of the 
National Cemetery. 

Formation of Column. 

The formation of the column on the 
parade grounds began at 2:30 p. m., 
and the march to the cemetery start- 
ed at 3:15 p. m. Participating in the 
march were the United Yeterans Leg- 
ion, Sons_of terans, United Spanish 
War Veterans, Gamp Corporal Lor- 
rance B. Dewitt, Army of the Philip- 
pines, Army and Navy Union, and the 
different.Grand Army posts.

The famous address of President Lin- 
coln at Gettysberg was read by J. C.

After another selection by 
the band, Col. L. C. Dyer, post depart- 
ment commander of the United Spanish 
War Veterans, delivered the Memorial 
day address.

ously colorful in a style of gardening 
imported from the Fatherland. 

“It is almost like Switzerland. The 
climate is much the same anid I am 
accustomed to isolation and like to be 
lonesome,’”’ said Mrs. Schenk to me 
Sunday. 

In her rigidly plain Sunday gown of 
gray, homespun material, not familiar 
to me and with a show of wellbred hos- 
pitality, but impassively, she related 
the melancholy story which has 
startled us in these swift-moving times 
for its very homeliness. 

It is a story quickly told, but in 
“Romola,”’ with this identical theme 
elaborately embroidered with political 
intrigue and religious history, George 
Eliot wove a novel of 500 pages. 
She talked, not glibly, with the hope 
of exciting sympathy, but frankly, be- 
cause, as she says, ‘‘I have nothing but 
the truth to tell.”’ 


Gertrude Ailded Them in Sorrow. 

“When Gertrude came into our home, 
as a playmate of my iittle boy, who 
died, she was gay like a lark; always 
laughing and singing, and did us good, 
after, in sorrow, we had buried four 
children,’ said Mrs. Schenk.

I did not 
know until in despair, or because she 
knew she could depend upon me, Ger- 
trude brought me her babies to take 
care of. Even then, I lauganed at the 
evil reports of my husband. Women do 
not rush into divorce !n my country as 
you do in America. I trusted in his 
seeing the error of his ways. He has 
seen it. Events have reached a climax, 
instead of righting themselves by slow 
degrees, as I had expected.

Every noon I am 
waitress in the lunchroom of a down- 
town department store. 

Seldom Seen in Studio. 

“When I told Mr. Osgood I was go- 
ing to get a flat he asked me why I 
couldn’t rent him a room for his studio 
and keep it clean for him. If I would 
do this, he said, it would reduce my 
rent and enable him to have a studio 
without paying an exorbitant rent. 

“after talking it over I decided to do 
this. He said he would pay the rent for 
the flat to save me the trouble of going 
to a real estate office. I did not know 
that he was paying the rent in the name 
of ‘O. 8. Goode’ until one day a letter 
came addressed that way from the real 
estate company. He explained that he 
had given that name to avoid explana- 
tions in the futpre. 

‘He came to the room two er three 
times a week in the late afternoon to 
practice his church music before choir 
practice in the evening. He had a piano 
moved in and played his own accom- 
paniments. He had a separated door into 
the hall from the studio and I seldom 
saw him come or go. I would hear him 
singing in the room, and when the sound 
ceased I would know he was gone. 

Said He Was Going Away. 

“Last Monday he told me he was go- 
ing to givé up the studio and that I 
would better make some other arrange- 
ments about the room. I made prepa- 
rations to go to My mother in South- 
west Missouri for the summer. I have 
not seen him since Monday. 


“Tl regard Mr. Osgood as a good Chris- 
tian man, and I cannot understand his 
going away in this manner: I believe 
as his wife says he has gone away for 
a rest. He has looked and acted like a 
tired man for @ long time. I have heard 
nothing of him since last Monday and I 
feel confident that his family wil] have 
word from him seon.”

“Tn one feature at least the trust created by the 
will of the late H. H. Rogers is less opposed to 


American institutions than other attempts of the: 


same kind, often made by will through which the 
accumulators of great fortunes try to perpetuate 
them after their own death. 

Under the Rogers will, the heirs, though re- 
stricted during their lives, have not been pro- 
hibited from disposing by will after their own 
deaths of what the “trust” prevents them from 
spending during life. 

This leaves possible after another generation 
what it was intended should take place from gen- 
eration to generation in regular succession in 
America. Under feudalism, with estates 80 con- 
trolled by law that the heirs could not get rid of 
them, ‘great ‘“‘feudal families’ were built up and 
made powerful from generation to generation, to 
represent the dead against the living.

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A MILLIONAIRE INVENTOR. 

Mr. John Jacob Astor, called colonel in mem- 
ory of a commission issued during the Spanish 
war, is a very rich man of abundant leisure who 
is always trying to be a useful citizen. 

Col. Astor has a turn for mechanics and sev- 
eral of his inventions are on record in the pat- 
ent office. The latest is called a vibratory, dis- 
integrator, an ingenious device which manufac- 
tures producer gas from peat. He gives the 
patent to the public. 

For many years men of science have been try- 
ing to hit upon some plan for the economic util- 
ization of the enormous peat bogs found through- 
out the entire temperate zone. But their efforts 
have been fruitless. Col. Astor’s vibrator will, 
it is believed, solve the problem by utilizing the 
expansive force of the air and gases within the 
very porous peat, to disrupt and disintegrate it 
and to permit the peat to be thoroughly and un- 
iformly heated.

The Difference. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

An Eastern daily paper asserts that England con- 
fronts a deficit of about $75,000,000, which is said, 
among other things, to result from the pensioning 
of old people over 60 whose income is insufficient to 
Support them. It may be fair to ask if the deficit 
is caused by the shilling paid to the old laborer 
Or the pound paid to the useless aristocrats and big 
landlords? The steamship Lusitania, under full 
steam, consumes 1680 tons of coal in 24 hours. The 
Stoke-hole crews consists of 333 men whose wages 
vary from 3 shillings to 3 shillings 8 pence per day, 
totaling 63 pounds 17 shillings for one day of the 
most laborious work. The coal mine owner who 
does nothing but own the mines gets a royalty of 
1 shilling, 3 pence a ton, which equals 106 pounds a 
day. This means 1% pence per hour for hard, hot 
toil to the workman and 1050 pence per hour to the 
useless landlord. Just think of it! For doing noth- 
ing but monopolizing the coal mines the landlord 
gets as much on the round trip between Liverpool! 
and New York as one of the stokers gets in 4 
years. Is it not perfectly reasonable and eminently 
righteous to say: ‘Take every penny of taxation 
off these toilers and put the whole burden of tax- 
ation on the value of the land owned by the lords 
and nobles.”

Oppressive Tax Penalties.

Why should he 
pay more in penalty than the legal 6 per cent interest 
on overdue taxes when this State can get money at 
S or less? This exaggerated back-tax business which 
assumes voluntary neglect to pay tax and is penal 
in effect ig brutally cruel. It is tyranny in this so- 
called free State. Cruel and unusual punishment 
for crime is prohibited by the Constitution of the 
State and of the Union, yet this cruelty prevails 
against the poor man or the otherwise disabled as 
to taxpaying ability. Excessive pecuniary penalties 
for back-tax delinquency are often pecullarly se- 
vere on the widow and the otherwise unfortunate 
and impecunious. The receipt from Mr. Hagerman 
of back-tax notice for 19, after all other tax bills 
had been since then paid and with penalty of more 
than one-third of the Original tax, prompts this re- 
quest and also the suggestion that you look into 
this subject and work for a law that will require 
the Tax Collector to send to taxpayers annual no- 
tices of delinquency. This bill would have been 
paid promptly and penalties saved if notice had been 
sent in when delinquency first appeared.

A Little Common Sense Counts Big. What 
to Do If You Fall Overboard and Cannot Swim 


HERE are chronicled every sum- 
13 mer a long list of fatal drowning 
accidents which plunge thousands 
into mourning, and the pity of it is that 
a little knowledge of watermanship and 
ordinary care might have prevented 
most of them. To ignorance or careless- 
ness in entering and leaving a bo@t or 
while in it; to venturing in open water 
unprepared, and to neglect of the rudl- 
mentary principles of watermanship can 
be traced half the recorded fatalities. 
No one should ever take out rowing 
persons who do not know how to swim 
without first ascertaining that the boat 
is safe and seaworthy and provided with® 
the necessary paraphernalia for even- 
tualities. It is when one least expects 
it that accidents occur, writes L. de B. 
Handley in the vacation number of 
Recreation, and the only way to avoid 
them is to be prepared at all times. A 
stout bowline, enough life preservers to 
go around, an anchor, something to bale 
with and an extra pair of oars should 
be carried on principle. You may not 
need them ninety-nine times out of a 
hundred, but on that hundredth time 
they may mean life or death. 

In getting into a boat one should try 
to step right into’ the bottom over the 
keel, or if this is too great a reach, 
onto the middle of the seat and then 
down. Stepping on the gunwale has 
been responsible for numberless capsiz- 
ings and it is a good idea when inexperi- 
enced people are embarking to take hold 
of the boat and sieady it. Enter if pos- 
sible where you intend to sift and in 
such a manner that you wit! not have 
to turn afterwards. 

The weight should be distributed as 
evenly as possibie, in a small boat, with 
slight preference to the stern. If the 
bow ts buried the least head swell will 
flood the boat and if the stern is too 
deep a following sea may swamp it. In | 
making a landing one should approach 
at an angle, shipping the inward oar 
a few yards away and rounding up by 
backing with the outward one. It is 
dangerous to stretch out over the gun- 


sink with you. And speaking about this, 
when you are being helped or towed do 
not hang onto your ‘rescuer or boat 
with bent arms, as this draws the body 
up and offers great resistance. Out- 
stretched arms will increase your 
chances of getting ashore.

BROWNWOOD, Tex., May 31.—Thirty- 
two persons are dead and 50 are injured. 
many of them fatally, as the result of 
the ternado which struck the village 
of Zephyr in the eastern part of Brewn 
County at 1 a. m. Sunday.

Nearly Fifty Houses Wrecked. 

The storm formed half a mile south- 
west of Zephyr and swept down upon 
the village, cutting a wide swath di- 
rectly through the residence and busi- 
ness district. Nearly fifty houses were 
demolished. 

Lightning struck a lumber yard and 
started a fire, which destroyed a _-busi- 
ness block. No effort was made to 
fight the fire, as the care of the dead 
and wounded demanded attention. 

A section hand rode on a handcar to 
Brownwood and spread the ajarm. In 
two hours the Santa Fe Railroad was 
speeding a special train to the scene, 
with nine surgeons and a_ score of 
Brownwood citizens. 

Many Flee Into Storm Cellars, 

Hundreds of persons directly in the 
tak- 
ing refuge in cellars. More than a 
dozen bodies were mutilated. 

County Cierk Thad Cabler and his 
wife and two children, who had gone 
to Zephyr to spend. the night, were 
killed. 

The big stone school building and two 
churches were swept away. By day- 
light 16 surgeons were working with 
ihe wounded. Brownwood hurried her 
second relief train at noon. loaded with 
provisions and clothing and 40 nurses. 

Two children were found dead two 
miles from the town, having been blown 
that distance. 

Hillsides Strewn With Bodies, 

The surgeons who formed the first 
party out of Brownwood found the hill- 
sides at Zephyr covered with debris of 
all kinds and bodies of animals and 
human beings. The ruins were dimly 
lighted by. the burning buildings, and 
the cries of the wounded rose above the 
sound of the elements. 

Bedies were found twisted about trees 
and in every conceivable shape. Per- 
fons walked the streets almost naked. 
Houses which escaped the storm were 
turned into hospitals. One house col- 
lapsed on a family of nine, without seri- 
ous injury to any.

Then the Browns scored 
their two runs simply because they took 
a couple of chances in base running, 
and made good both times. If they 
hadn’t taken those chances the score 
would have been a tie at 0 to 0, when 
nine innings were over and Cleveland 
would have had an equal chance to 
win out in the extra innings. 

But in the second inning, after -Will- 
jams singled, he scooted to second on 
Tom Jones’ bunt, then scored all the 
way from second when McAleese drove 
a liner that got past Stovall. The other 
run was counted on the most daring 
piece of work the team has attempted 
this season, and the crowd cheered the 
play wildly. With Bobby Wallace on 
first and Tom Jones at bat, the hit-an- 
run play was called, and on Tom’s single 
Robby went to third. Then, though 
both are rather slow runners, they ex- 
ecuted as neat a double steal as one 
could wish to see, Bobby counting at 
the plate. 

It shows that sometimes games are 
won by gambling with the fielders. They 
are not going to handle the ball per- 
fectly all of the time and throw ac- 
curately on every piay. When a man 
gets on the base lines, it is often ad- 
visable for him to wager he can steal 
second, of that he can score from sec- 
ond on a single, or that a double steal 
will work, or numerous other plays that 
‘may be presented will go through suc- 
cessfully. 

After Rube had pitched three innings 
there was no doubt that he was in form 
and that Cleveland would find it a dif- 
ficult matter to score. In the third in- 
ning he fanned three men and from 
then on not a Cleveland batter worked 
with any confidence except Manager 
Lajoie himself. The king of second 
bascmen slammed the ball to safe 
ground every time he faced Rube. Tho 
whole team made but six hits off the 
big southpaw, and Larry made four of 
them. He was the only batter who hit 
the ball safely past the infield.

N general the theory of one-man 
| teams may be scouted. But in the 
case of Roger Bresnahan it cer- 
tainly appears, at the present time, that 
the Cardinals exist as a snappy, dan- 
gerous team, solely through the efforts 
of the 1909 manager. Brooklyn and Pitts- 
burg are the only teams that, at times, 
have appeared to have any great su- 
periority on the Cardinals; and even in 
these cities the critics have been almost 
unanimous in handing out tho praise to 
Roger and his young men. 

With a club that \.as universally ad- 
mitted. to be individually so weak as 
to be negligible in estimating the sea- 
son’s finish, Roger tore his way through 
the strong teams of the League with 
surprising results. He scared the 
world’s champions, right at the start, 
with his wild running, weak fielding 
club, and his hitters pounded, and con- 
tinued to pound, opposing pitchers from 
the box at the slightest sign of weak- 
ness. 


Perhaps most of us thought the ter- 
rific attack of youngsters hitherto in- 
considerable in batting, or, in fact, any 
other baseball department, would shrivel 
after a month of such furious on- 
slaughts. It was argued that the play- 
ers were hitting above their speed and 
that the opposing pitchers would soon 
find their weaknesses and cut down 
their batting records te weak figures. 
It was also thought that the strain of 
carrying the fight above the team’s 
speed would hurt the-club, and that the 
veteran teams of the League, which 
were taking their time to round to form, 
would run over the Cardinals later. 

But one month and a half of the six 
months’ season is over and the Bresna- 
han team is, if anything, growing more 
dangerous. It has lost none of its spirit 
or speed and still keeps up its habit 
of running opposing pitchers te the 
bench. 

And the cause of !t all? Why, Roger; 
just Roger, for whom almost everyone 
thought the club gave up its vertebrae. 
Roger is the entire team not only for 
what he contributes in playin; strength, 
but because of the spirit with which 
he has endowed the médiocrity  sur- 
rounding him. And though the Car- 
dinals may not now be a great team, 
such as it is, all its improvement is due 
to one man.
